NOISE 
A CAMPAIGN to reduce unnecessary 
noise is being carried on in some of our 
large cities and in many industrial organ- 


of the world, such a public post would go 
to a man of extraordinary administrative 
capacity and financial genius. Actually, the 
city is in very sad shape financially. Heal 
estate taxes are so high as to be a factor 
in the discouragement of building. T h e 
transportation problem has become so foul­ 
ed that to many it seems hopeless. 
The city has embarked upon the Social­ 
istic enterprise of operating its own means 
izations. Doctors who have made a study 
of the effects of noise on the nervous syS- I of transportation, but that has not eliminat- 
tem claim that it can work much harm. 
Tenseness and weariness a f f l i c t the 
worker whose ears are continually batter­ 
ed by racket, and his efficiency is reduced 
as much as 12 per cent. Errors are more 
common under noisy conditions. 
Moving a working group from a location 
next to a boiler-room increased production 
from 80 to 110 units, and errors dropped 
from 60 to 7. Quieting Ians and other mov­ 
ing mechanisms resulted in marked im­ 
provement in the work of shipping clerks 
and office workers. 
Street noises and those due to construc­ 
tion activity as well as horns, whistles, 
radios, barking dogs and loud parties are 
objects of attack by noise abatement or­ 
ganizations in many cities. 
These efforts to do away with unneces­ 
sary noise are important and constructive. 
There is something to be said, though, for 
the fact that being used to a noise undoubt­ 
edly lessens its effects. City dwellers trans­ 
planted to peaceful rural districts h a v e 
been known to complain of country noises 
such as the cries of tree-toads and b u 1 1- 
frogs, the scraping music of crickets and 
the sounds of cattle. The racket of the city 
is preferred by some who have grown up 
in it. 


G ROW ING P A IN S 
MOST cities consciously and deliberately 
want to grow, and their citizens share the 
desire, boasting of each new step in 
growth. But there is at least one citizen 
who thinks his city has grown quite enough, 
and should take legal steps to stop its 
growth. This is the Rev. Solon D. Morgan 
of New York City. He said the city is so big 
that its residents are frustrated. 
As regards a good many residents of New 
York City, this minister is doubtless right. 
He pointed out the causes of frustration in 
lack of space for children to play, lack of 
facilities to control traffic, lack of privacy, 
plain lack of space in which to m o v e 
around and breathe. 
All communities with the urge to grow 
might well take note of the growing pains 
of some, like New York, which already 
have grown too much.

He has quarreled with Tammany Hall 
and is what many euphemistically be call­ 
ed pro-Labor; that is, he knows where the 
votes are. He is direct and at times hard- 
spoken. His administration of New York 
during the last four years has not been par­ 
ticularly notable, but it, on the record, has 
been no worse than the administration of 
Fiorello La Guardia, who won great fame 
internationally but left his town bankrupt. 
Newbold Morris has, at times, been a 
Republican 
but generally travels with 
those who like to call themselves liberals. : 
He is handsome, charming, well-spoken, ; 
rather aristocratic in manner but not i 
startlingly bright. I have personally heard | 
the very men who brought about his nom­ 
ination comment on his good intentions and 
lack of acumen. He was president, for a 
time, of city council, when its meetings at­ 
tracted attention for their lack of delibera­ 
tion and their general tendency to become 
a brawl. 
Vito Marcantonio is a fiery little c o n- 
gressman who represents the east of Har­ 
lem. He was a protege of La Guardia at 
one time. He has steadily and without de­ 
viation supported, by speeches and votes 
in Congress, the Communist Party line as 
expounded in The Daily Worker and other 
Communist publications. He h e a d s the 
! American Labpr Party, which, in New 
1 York state, is regarded as the political arm 
of Communism.

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Now Is Time To Secure 
'Good Winter Supply Of 
Blackberries, Aide Says 


M iss Alley 
Gives Tips 


“ Scratching 
chiggers 
m a y 
sound like an awful price to pay 
t v>r that trip into the fields for a 
Bucket of blackberries, but t h e 
berries m ay be worth it in the 
Ling run,” according to M i s s 
Genevieve Alley, 
P i c k a w a y 
County 
home 
demonstration 
agent. 
Miss Alley adds that “ if the 
hom em aker dislikes the pros­ 
pects of meeting 
c h i g g e r s 
snakes or mosquitoes or wants 
no stained hands, then she can 
4tnd excellent quality cultivated 
berries on the open m arket.” 
Blackberry pie, cobbler, jelly, 
jam and just plain blackberries 
are much in evidence around 
kitchens these days, she says. 
In order to have berries next 
Winter, they mav be canned or 
frozen. A crate of fresh berries 
usually yields IO to 14 quarts of 
canned berries, Miss Alley re- 
^irts. She adds: 
" “Some folks successfully use 
the open kettle method for can­ 
ning blackberries, but the boil­ 
ing water bath is more highly 
recommended. To do this, the 
canning equipment should be as­ 
sembled, cleaned and sterilised. 
The fruit must be selected and 
cleaned. 
“ Pack 
blackberries in 
hot 
glass jars and cover with hot 
« 


quid. They will keep if canned 
without sugar: but have better 
■nape, color and flavor if hot 
ayrup is used 
Fill to within 
about one-half inch of the top. 
Seal according to the m anufac­ 
turer's directions for the type of 
cap used. Place in boiling water 
bath with I to 2 inches water 
over tops of jars 
“ Process for 20 minutes. Count 
time from time water comes to 
f rolling boil. 
“To freeze for dessert use, 
wash, sort and pack with 30 to 
60 percent syrup. If to be used 
for cooking, such as pies, jam , 
ate., pack w'lth four parts berries 
to one part sugar.” 
While on the subject of black­ 
berries. there is a recipe which 
originated in M a r y l a n d 
for 
“ blackberry flum m ery”—-a light 
dessert of rare quality. The reci­ 
p e follows: 
2 Cups Blackberry Juice (I Qt. 
Blackberries) 
Afc Cup Sugar. 
2 Tablespoonfuls Cornstarch 
2 Tablespoonfuls Lemon Juice 
Pinch of Salt 
Wash blackberries, add I cup 
water (or less if berries are 
juicy) and bring to boil in sauce­ 
pan. Cook until berries are soft. 
Run through sieve to remove 
rf eds. 
Combine 
sugar, 
cornstarch 
and salt. 
Slowly stir in blackberry juice. 
Cook for 20 minutes in double 
boiler. 
Stir 
constantly 
u n t i l 
thickened, 
then 
afterward oc­ 
casionally. Add lemon j u i c e . 
Chill. 
S e r v e 
with 
plain 
or 
whipped cream.

they can be harnessed to form 
subsurface reservoirs of mois­ 
ture for th irst crops.

the care your soil gets. 
‘ Rain makes a Quick get-away 
on naked, overcropped land that 
has been mined of its organic 
n atter and plant nutrients. 
But 
rain can be held and put to work 
on well-managed land that

the benetit of soil-building rota­ 
tions. deep-rooted legumes, plen­ 
ty of fertilizer and conservation 
tillage methods. ’ Best added: 
“Agronom.sts have found that 
soils high in organic matter soak 
up more water quickly and hold 
it longer.
